Reports f ram Bahia — Mortuary statistics. 

Vice-Consul Eowe reports, September 7 and 14, 1903, as follows: 
During the week ended September 5, 1903, there were interred in the 
Bahia cemeteries 90 bodies. 

The causes given for interment were the following: Alcoholism 1, 
arterio-sclerosis 1, asphyxia 1, beriberi 2, bronchitis 2, cerebral con- 
gestion 1, cirrhosis of liver 3, death by violence 1, diarrhea 3, diarrhea 
and enteritis 6, influenza 3, malarial fevers 8, nephritis 4, organic 
diseases of heart 6, puerperal eclampsia 1, pleurisy 1, pneumonia 4, 
pulmonary tuberculosis 8, senile debility 3, stillborn 4, other causes 
27. 

During the week ended September 12, 1903, there were interred in 
the Bahia cemeteries 82 bodies. 

The causes given for interment were the following: Alcoholism 1, 
arterio sclerosis 4, asphyxia 1, bronchitis 1, cerebral congestion 2, 
erysipelas 1, gangrene 1, hepatitis 2, influenza 2, malarial fevers 1, 
meningitis 2, organic diseases of heart 3, pneumonia 2, pulmonary 
tuberculosis 8, rheumatism 1, senile debility 1, stillborn 4, syphilis 
2, tetanus 1, tetanus neonatorum 2, other causes 29, diarrhea and 
enteritis 11.

Report from, Belize, fruit port. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Carson reports as follows for the week 
ending September 27, 1903: Present officially estimated population, 
8,500; 4 deaths; prevailing disease, mild type of malarial fever; general 
sanitary condition of this port and the surrounding country during 
the week, good. The four deaths noted above occurred in this port; 
2 adults, white, males, and 2 colored, males (1 an infant), due to, res- 
pectively, cerebral meningitis, chronic albuminuria and tetanus neo- 
natorum.
